The Y.-'M. C. A. looks after the physicalman. Clerks who bend over

desks all day long need some place
for exercise and recuperation. The
physical condition is the basis of
strength. Unless a man is first a

perfect animal he cannot he a perfect
man. The physical side is not given
enough consideration hv most people.«

Education is a strong feature of
Y. M. C. A. work. Last year 35,000
young men were enrolled in the night
schools. That is a great army and
the good done cannot be estimated.

Due appreciation of, the importance
of the issue to be decided in the campaignof 1904 was shown in the annualaddres of tVilliam A. Smyth,
president of the New York State RepublicanEditorial Association, ac the
meeting of April 13. Rightly PresidentSmyth admonishes his brother
editors of the grave aud far-reaching

In
his address President Smyth said:

ARE THE BEST PAID SCHOOL

TEACHERS IN THE
WORLD.

IN SPITE OF THIS THEY DEMAND
INCREASE AND THEYDESERVEIT.

CHICAGO, 111., April 25..American
school teachers, as compared with
teachers of other countries, are paid
like bank presidents. Even, the Englishteachers, who are regarded by
teachers of Continental Europe as

high salaried workers, earn much less
than the American. Differences In
conditions, but even in the light of an

this the American teacher is the best
paid in hte world.

In spite of this the American teacher.wants an increase of salary iii
many of the large cities.and justly
is entitled to it, it is claimed.
While the men principals in Englandearn about $G50.00 a year ,t lie

woman principals <^arn less than $410
and tlie women grade teachers .earn

about $290.00.
Women 34.C0 a Week.

In the Canadian country districts
few women receive more than $4.00
a week, while in Toronto, and other
cities, after ten years service they
may earn as high as $400.00 a year.
A man principal may earn as high as

$1,500.00 in the city districts. It must
be taken into consideration, however,
that in Canada the cost of living is
low6r than in the United States.

In Belgium a teacher starts with
$192.00 in addition to free rent. Advancesin salary are made with good
conduct. The advance is not rapid,
but at the end of five years an additionof $20.00 a year is made; at the
end of ten years $40.00; at the end of
fifteen years $50.00; and after twenty
years an addition of $120.00.

Ralarv is Small.

Although Prussia has traced three
victorious wars to her school teachers,
the kingdom continues to reward
these services with "encomiums," and
not with salary. The condition of the
Prussian teacher is not one of luxury
nor is it calculated to foster extravaganthabits. In the country the averageis $21S.OO and in the cities
$341.00.
Saxony requires two years of apprenticeshipin school teaching, and

after these years grants a salary
which may be $120.00 a year or $180.00according to length of service.

Slowly Improving France.
French teachers are no better paid

than the Prussians. The French

parliament recently has consented to

raise the salaries a little, though the
increase is to be made gradually, and
it will lake four or five years to completethe reform. As a beginning it
has been decreed that no teacher shall
be employed at less than $200.00 a

year. This applies to assistant teachers,and the regular teachers are to

receive no less than $200.00.
Italy is trying to be honest with her

school teachers, but parliament has refusedthus far to do much in the way
of pensions and salaries remain low,
the maximum in the city schools bojing $232.00.

In the Netherlands'the state of publiceducation is of a high standard and
salaries are in harmony with general
conditions. There is no compulsory
religious education ill the public
sciinnis and the State maintains a

number of richly endowed institutions
for the education of the teachers. No
teachor receives less than $100.00.

Portugal pays ridiculously low salj
aries, the minimum being $30.00 and
the maximum, in cities like Lisbon
and Oporto, $135.00.
